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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The chemical 
formula on page 3 of the specification is erroneous. Applicant is requested to correct it 
the same way he corrected it in the claim. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for wrapping the grip rubber around the handle, does 
not reasonably provide enablement for fastening the grip rubber to the handle by any 
other means. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention 
commensurate in scope with these claims. See embodiments 1 and 2. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no mention in the specification of 
fastening the grip rubber to the handle portion of the exercise device. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

7. Fastening the grip rubber or the molded grip rubber to a handle portion of the 
exercise device is not part of the manufacturing method for a grip rubber for an exercise 
device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pan 
2002/0132876. 

10. The claim of the instant application and claim of the reference differ only in the 
last paragraph of the claim in the instant application. There is no mention of fastening 
the grip rubber in the reference. However, the examiner considers it to be an obvious 
step, since the rubber cannot be used unless it is fastened to the handle. Furthermore, 
fastening the rubber to the handle does not belong to the manufacturing method of said 
rubber. 
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1 1 . There was no petition found in the electronic file of the instant application 
requesting the change of priority. Applicant is requested to re-submit said petition with 
his response, and the postcard receipt of the previous submission acknowledging its 
arrival to the Patent Office, so it could be transmitted to the Petition Branch for 
consideration. Since the examiner considers applicant's response to be a bona fide 
attempt to resolve the outstanding issues in the case, this action will be made non-final.
